Believed Depletion Is Due 
to Drafts for Replace- 
ment Rather Than to 
Casualties, Though Both 
30th and 27th Saw Heavy 
Action. 


American Army Headquarters in 
France, November 26.—The Seventy- 
sixth division of the American army, 
reduced by replacement drafts to 
61 officers and 1,00 men, has ar- 
rived at the port of St. Nazaire and 
is embarking for home. 

The Twenty-seventh division, to- 
taling 484 officers and 12,681 mén, 
and the Thirtieth division, totaling 
488 officers and 12,099 men, both 
of which operated on the British 
front, have been withdrawn from 
the Lemans area and probably wili 
embark in a few days. 


REASONS GIVEN 
FOR DEPLETION 
OF DIVISIONS 


Washington. November 26.—News 
from France today that the twenty- 
seventh and thirtieth divisions, 
which have been fighting with the 
British fourth army, have been with- 
drawn with only approximately 
12.500 officers and men in each, does 
not mean that these organizations 
have been reduced to less than half 
of thei? normal strength in the 
severe fighting on the British front 
before the signing of the armistice. 

Army officers recalled today that 
only the infantry and machine gun 
units of these divisions went into 
action with the British forces, the 
artillery being used elsewhere. It 
also was regarded as more than pos- 
sible that the infantry and machine 
gun units were reduced in number 
so as to make the division conform 
in size to the British divisions with 
which they operating. The 
British a@ivisional unit numbers 
about 12.500 men. 

Both Snw Henvy Action. 

The twenty-seventh division is the 
New York national guard division, 
commander by Major General John 
I’. O'Ryan, the only national guard 
officer to have served through the 
war with that high rank. The thir- 
tieth division was composed of the 
Tennessee, North Carolina and South 
Carolina national guard and was 
known as the “Old Hickory” divi- 
sion. 

Both these organizations saw 
heavy action with the British and 
were highly commended by British 
officers for their desperate fighting 
when Marshal Haig’s armies were 
smashing the Hindenburg line in 
northern France early in the fall and 
in late engagements. Their losses 
undoubtedly have been heavy, but 
it is not regarded as probable that 
half their original strength figured 
on the casualty lists. 

Sq far as is known here no date 
for the return of these or any other 
divisions from France has been fixed. 
secretary Baker said today that none 
of the divisional organizations would 
arrive home before Christmas, as the 
transport facilities will be used in 
moving casuals and sick and 
wounded. 

Divisions All Broken Up. 
"When the divisions do return 
from France they will bear little 
resemblance in enlisted personnel 
to the same divisions when they 
started overseas. Application of the 
one army theory to all the forces 
and the system of replacement em- 
ployed to fill gaps in front line or- 
ranizations will be found to have 
obliterated to a very large degree 
the lines which before their depar- 
ture divided the divisions into na- 
tional guard, national army or regu- 


anizations.

today by news from France that the 
_Seventy-sixth division had reached 
its embarkation port on the other 
side with a strength of 61 officers 
and 1,000 men. -It went over filled 
substantially full strength of 
97.000 men. 

The Seventy-sixth is the national 
army division trained at Camp 
Devens, Massachusetts. It was com- 
nosed of- selective service men from 
New York state, New Hampshire, 
Maine. Vermont, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island. ; From 
the time of its arrival in France, 
however, it has been a depot divi- 
sion, from which replacement drafts 
for regiments at the front were 
drawn, and which was, in turn, filled 
up by drafts of casuals from this 
side sent over a regular monthly 
schedule. : 

The report today from France 
shows that not only have 2b,..0 of 
the 21.000 men of the original Sev- 
enty-sixth division represents cas- 
fizhting army, but that probably a 
large number of additional men 
passed through its ranks in the same 
way. The division itself was never 
in action or near the front, but it 
is evident that the bulk of its origi- 
na lpersonnel did see action in other 
GaivVisions.

APOLOGY BY PERU 
SATISFIES GHILE: 
TROUBLE 1S ENDED 


Reported That Peru Ad- 
mits Acting on Misinfor- 
mation in Charging An- 
ti-Peruvian Outbreaks. 


TROUBLE WAS CAUSED 
BY BORDER DISPUTE 


Chile Has Some Provinces 
That Once Belonged to 
Peru, and Latter Re- 
gards Them as France 
Does Alsace-Lorraine. 


New York. November 26. — Diffi- 
culties between Peru and Chile, 
which resulted yesterday in recall of 
consular representatives by each 
nation from the principal cities of 
its neighbor, have been overcome by 
an apology on the part of. the Peru- 
Vian government, Carlos Castro 
Ruiz, consul general of Chile, an- 


nounced here tonight. 


| A cablegram informing him of the 


Peruvian apology was received to- 
nizht by Mr. Ruiz, according to his 
statement, from the Chilean minister 
of foreign affairs. 

The message, the consul asserted, 
authorized him to announce that the 
Peruvian officials admitted that in 
making public reports of outbreaks 
against their citizens in Iquique and 
Antofagasta, Chile, they had acted 
on misinformation. This was fur- 
nished, he said, by the Peruvian con- 
sul at Iquique, whose authority had 
been cancelled for this reason by the 
government, 

Apology Satisfactory. 

The apology sent from Lima, Mr. 
Ruiz added, was wholly satisfactory 
to the Chilean officials, and “brought 
the misunderstanding to an end.” 

The consul general stated that a 
series of messages received from 
Santiago today denied reports of 
anti-Peruvian demonstrations in 
Chile. The cablegrams further an- 
nounced, he said, that the dismissal 
of the Peruvian envoy at Iquique 
“had provoked in Peru a certain 
agitation that determined my gov- 
ernment to authorize its consuls in 
Peru to return home if the circum- 
stances justified.” 

Despite a border dispute between 
the two countries, Mr. Ruiz declared, 
that Chile had “the utmost sympa- 
thy” for Peru and had taken steps 
to watch the frontier so as to pre- 
vent Peruvian revolutionists from 
receiving arms or ammunition from 
compatriots residing in Chile. His 
zovernment, he added, had taken 
aclive Measures to assist Peru in 
maintaining a stable government, 
PERU CONSULS 
ORDERED HOME. 

Lima, Peru, November 26. — The 
Peruvian kovernment has not receiv- 
ed official dispatches from its con- 
sular representatives in Chile for 
forty-eight hours, although it has 
recalled its consuls from Chile. The 
newspapers here have received: no 
news from their correspondents in 
Chile and it is believed a strict cable 
censorship is in force at the Chilean 
ports. 

Peruvian consuls in Chile have 
been ordered to return by the first 
steamer and the Peruvian steamer 
Urubamba, now at Valparaiso, has 
been ordered to bring to Callao all 
Peruvians desiring to leave Chile. 

The reported cancellation by the 
Peruvian government or all the ex- 
equaturs of Chilean consuls in Peru 
is incorrect. 

Lima is quiet. 

_ Reports from South American cap- 
itals Monday night were to the ef- 
fect that Chile and Peru had severed 
relations by recalling the consuls 
from the other country. There have 
been no ministers exchanged since 
Chile took possession of the prov- 
inces of Tuona and Arca and Arica. 
The two provinces have been ealled 
the Alsace-Lorraine of South Amer- 
ica and have led to controversies 
not only between Peru and Chile, 
but between Bolivia and Chile. 


NO REAL REASON 
FOR THE TROUBLE. 

Santiago, Chile, November 26. — 
The newspapers in discussing the 
withdrawal of the Peruvian consuls 
from Chile and the Chilean consuls 
from Peru declare the withdrawals 
were made in order to avoid more 
serious difficulties. The manifesta- 
tions which caused the withdrawals, 
they say, were without any real 
reason in either country. 

The governments of both countries 
are advised by the newspapers to 
proceed quickly to the carrying out 
of the treaty of 1883 and to solve 
the open question of the definite 
possession of the provinces of Tuona 
and Arica, 

Luis Borgono, the new foreign 
minister, is urged by the majority 
party in the Chilean parliament to 
propose a quick way of solving 
definitely the questions between 
Peru and Chile.

Chattanooga, Tenn., November 26. 
Wholesale thefts of liquor in trans- 
portation from the north to “wet’’ 
territory in the south was revealed 
here tonight by the arrest of Sam 
Jones, former politician; W. H. Me- 
Whorter, flazgman on the Southern 
railroad, and Charles Brown, a taxi- 
cab driver. The arrests were made 
on bench warrants charging trans- 
portation of whisky into the state, 
and a like warrant has been issued 
for a conductor named South, living 
in Atlanta, and the police in that 
city have been requested to take 
him into custody. Jones, McWhorter 
and Brown had no connection with 
the theft of the whisky. 

For some time agents of the rail- 
roads have been attempting to solve 
the disappearance of shipments of 
liquor from cars on the Southern 
railroad and a few nights ago re- 
ceived word that an incoming Cin- 
cinnati train would unload a supply 
a few miles north of the city.. The 
officers returned to the scene and 
sixty-five cases of liquor were put 
off the rear end. Conductor South 
appeared and was placed under ar- 
rest, but managed to escape. 

Just how much whisky has been 
taken from the cars on the road can- 
not be estimated, but the Southern 
Railway company has been called 
upon to pay over $8,000 for missing 
intoxicants.

“The projected journey of the 
| president to France and his sug- 
gested sojourn there for an indef- 
inite period,” said Mr. Wickersham, 
‘brings up for the first time in our 
history the question of the effect 
of,such absence and of the powers 
of the vice president because of 
such absence.” 

The former attorney general 
quoted section one of article two of 
the United States constitution which 
he said prescribed the mode of 
procedure in event of the president’s 
“removal from office, his death, 
resignation or inability to discharge 
the duties of said office.” He maln- 
tained that absence of the president 
from the seat of government and 
the country “constitutes an _  in- 
ability to discharge the powers and 
duties of his office,’ within the 
meaning of the law. 

To Be at Seat of Government. 

According to Mr. Wickersham, the 
two most important functions the 
president has to perform in connec- 
tion with a session of congress, at 
which time, he held “it is the presi- 
dent’s duty to be at the seat of 
government,” are:

Among many messages received 
from England, France and Italy 
urging Mr. Wilson not to let un- 
favorable criticisms interfere with 
his plans understood to be one 
from Lord Northcliffe, earnestly 
suggesting that all objections should 
disregarded because the presi- 
dent’s presence is essential. 

Censorship Charge Denied. 

It was said today that there was 
no foundation whatever for talk of 
a censorship over news of the peace 
conference, and that American news- 
paper correspondents would be given 
all facilities possible for transmit- 
ting their dispatches. 

Correspondents sent from this 
country will make the trip on a na- 
val vessel, which will be placed at 
their disposal. They will leave next 
Monday ahead of the president be- 
cause there is no ship available 
which can make as fast time as the 
steamer on which Mr. Wilson and 
his party will sail.

Allied Forces at Arch- 
angel Now Realize Rus- 
sians Will Fight—Win- 
ter Descends on Entire 
Front. 


Archangel, November 26.—Winter 
has begun in earnest over the whole 
northern Russian front. All the 
rivers are icebound and the Bolshe- 
vist gunboats, which have long men- 
aced the American and allied forces 
on the Dvina, have been forced to 
withdraw to escape being frozen in. 
The Bolshevists, however, have 
mounted big guns along the front 
south of the allied armies. 

Operations are limited to spas- 

modic artillery exchanges, but the 
Bolshevist forces are reported to be 
receiving heavy reinforcements. 
The freeze-up, while bringing 
relief on the’ Dvina front, increases 
the danger on others, as the once 
impassable swamps are now frozen, 
making possible bushwhacking 
flank attacks by the enemy. 
. The correspondent has just re- 
turned from a trip along the front, 
where he found a general reversal of 
the opinion that the Bolsheviki 
would not -fight. Near Kadish, a 
fortnight ago, a body of Bolshevik 
infantry maintained an advance 
against strong machine gunfire. 
Russian resident, in talking with 
American soldiers regarding this at- 
tack, said the Bolshevik officers 
threatened their men that they 
would be killed the next ay if they 
failed to advance.

to assist discharged soldiers in ob- 
taining suitable civilian employment, 
according to arrangements made ef- 
fective today by the war and labor 
departments, State directors of the 
employment’ service were notified 
to send competent representatives 
immeaiately to the army camps 
within their jurisdictions. 

Each of the representatives, it 
was said, will furnish information 
to camp commanders as to opportu- 
hities for employment, number and 
Qualifications of men needed, wages 
paid and the living, housing and 
working conditions in each locality, 

_*« Agents of individual companies, 
tinder this arrangement, will not be 
permitted to enter the camps to re- 
eruit labor, but must work through 
the employment service. The rail- 
road and fuel administrations, the 
shipping board and the postoffice 
department may send representa- 
tives to the camps to make known 
to commanders opportunities for 
employment of the discharged men, 
but such representatives will not 
be permitted to deal directly with 
gthe men themselves.

New York, November 26.—A ee 
ment made here from authoritative 
sources regarding the part British 
ships have played in the transport- 
ing to Europe of the American army,, 
disclosed that England may be com-, 
pelled soon to use all of her avail-! 
able transports for the return to} 
their homes of troops of the British} 
empire. The majority of these 
forces, it was explained, have been 
away from their homes for periods 
ranging from two to four years, and 
in addition there are in England 
large numbers of wounded colonials |} 
awaiting transportation home. 

There are British troops to be re- 
turned from Mesopotamia, Italy and 
France to Engtfand, and there are 
Australian, Indian, African, Cana- 
dian and other colonial forces to be! 
returned from France. Also there, 
are in England and France thou-'! 
sands of women and children, fami- 
lies of colonial troops, who have: 
married there, who will require 
transportation. So great will be the 
demand on. British vessels for this 
service, it was said, that the use 
of the ships for American overseas 
forces may not be possible to any 
great extent for some time to come. 

Discussing what England has done 
toward moving American troops 
abroad, it was authoritatively stated 
here today that British vessels car- 
ried 1,080,417 American troops to 
England and France during the war, 
from the embarkation ports of New- 
port News, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston, Portland, Maine, 
and Montreal and Quebec.

“This is not the time for precipitate 
action,” and “the return of the rail- 
roads should have careful consid- 
eration.” Mr. Warfield said: 

“Unfortunately, Mr. Rea appears 
not to have carefully read the state- 
ment he apparently criticises. Oualv 
general conditions for the return of 
the railroads were discussed by me. 

Pian of Action. 

“His attention is particularly 
called to the following portion 
the ‘announcement, viz: ‘Any plan 
that may be developed by 
sociation will be finally acted upon 
by the above mentioned committees, 
originating with the subexecutive 
committee in consultation with the 
advisory counsel of the association, 
who will play an important part in 
these proceedings, and other cotin- 
sel. What will be done will fol- 
low consultation with accredited 
representatives of shippers, such as 
the committee of nine recently 
named at a convention held in Cin- 
cinnati of the National Industrial 
Traffic league.

Bankers’ Association of Georgia, 
held at the chamber of commerce 
Tuesday, a committee of five was 
appointed, consisting of members of 
both associations, to undertake the 
work of re-codificatino of the bank- 
ing laws of Georgia. 

The joint meeting followed sepa- 
rate meetings held by each com- 
mittee, at which they discussed sep- 
arately the legislative problems con- 
fronting the banks, In the joint 
meeting both committees were in 
hearty accord as to the course to be 
pursued. 

Rather than attempt a patchwork 
proceeding, it was unanimously 
agreed that ull of the banking laws 
of the state should be gone over and 
thoroughly revised and brought up 
to date. 

To undertake this work, the fol- 
lowing committee was appointed by 
the joint meeting: F. S. Etheridge, 
president of the Jackson Banking 
company, chairman; Courtney 
Thorpe, vice president of the Sa- 
vannah Banking and Trust com- 
pany, Savannah, representing the 
Georgia Bankers’ association, 
John T. Duncan, president of the 
Douglasville Banking company, and 
S. R. Adams, secretary of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company of Atlanta, rep- 
resenting the Country Bankers’ as- 
sociation. The joint meeting elected 
as a fifth member of the commit- 
gee C. P. Smith, president of the 
Concord Banking company, of Con- 
cord. 

$v request, the committee will be 
assisted in the work in hand by 
Orville A. Park, general counsel of 
the Georgia Bankers’ association, 
and Alex W. Smith, of Atlanta, gen- 
eral counsel of the Country Bankers 
association. Haynes Mcladden 
acted as secretary of the joint meet- 
ing. 


This committee will make a thor-, 
ough revision and re-codification of | 


the Georgia banking laws, which it 
proposed to have complete by 
March 1, 1919. The purpose of this 
revision is simply to prepare a 
working basis or foundation for the 
legislature, from which the banking 
committees of the house and senate 
may work out the desired result. A 
copy of the revision, when ¢om- 
pleted, will be submitted to every 
member of the legislature and to 
every banker in the state.

AILLED ON OCT. To 


Lieutenant Charles D. Montgomery, 
Jr., was killed in action on October 
15, according to a message received 
Tuesday by his father, C. D. Mont- 
gomery, of 115°Linwood = § avenue, 
from the war department. This is 
the first news that Mr. Montgomery 
has had of the death of his son and 
he knows nothing of the particulars 
except that he has had indirect in- 
formation that his son participated 
in the fighting at Argonne. 

The last letter received from the 
Atlanta boy was dated October 7 
and gave the information that 
was in the line of advance at that 
time. So it is evident that he took 
part in that desperate fighting near 
the last when so many of Atlanta’s 
sons suffered casualties of some 
kind. 

Lieutenant Montgomery, who was 
one of Atlanta’s leading young at- 
torneys and universally liked, was 
assigned to the Seventh machine gun 
battalion and sent to Camp Greene 
after graduating at the second of- 
ficers’ training camp at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe. Hie went to France on 
March 31. 

His machine gun battalion was 
one of the first who went to the 
rescue of the French at Chateau- 
Thierry and helped to save Paris. 
Lieutenant Montgomery later was 
recommended for a captaincy with 
orders to return to this country to 
organize a company to carry hack 
to France. <A shortage of officers 
in July, when the order was issued, 
caused its execution to be postponed 
until September, when he was sent 
into the drive at the St. Mihiel sec- 
tor. He was then transferred to the 
Ninth machine gun battalion and 
did not reach the United States. 

Before entering the service Lieu- 
tenant Montgomery was engaged in 
the practice of law with the firm 
of Brown, Randolph & Parker. He 
was a graduate of Davidson college 
and of the Atlanta Law school. He 
was a member of the Central Presby- 
terian church, where he had alwavs 
been active. His father has for 
many years been a ruling elder of 
that church and is one of the best 
known and most loved citizens of 
Atlanta. 

Since having been awarded his 
commission in the army Lieutenant 
Montgomery was made senior deacon 
in Gate City lodge, No. 2, where he 
wns associated with other prominent 
Atlantans. 

His father fis the only remaining 
member of the soldier's immediate 
family, but a wide circle of rela- 
tives and friends will hear with re- 
rret of the fate which overtook 
him less than a month before the 
fighting was all over.

Mme. Schimmer, Named 
Hungarian Envoy to 
Switzerland, Discusses 
Situation of Her Coun- 
try--Food Needs of Hun- 
gary Not Urgent. , 


Berne, November 26.— Madame 
Rosika Schwimmer, of Ford peace 
party fame, who has accepted the 
ambassador to 
| Switzerland, being the first woman 
to receive such an appointment, de- 
clared to the correspondent today 
that the food needs of Hungary 
were “nowhere near urgent.” 

However, she added, there is some 
danger owing to the lack of coal. 
Difficulties in the northern and 
southern sections of the old Austro- 
Hungarian empire have prevented 
Hungary from getting its full 
amount of coal. 

The situation in Hungary is such, 
Madame Schwimmer continued, that 
the government would be willing to 
abide by any decision of a peace 
conference, “no matter how unfavor- 
able,” “hecause the government 
helpless.” 

Hungarians, both extremists and 
reactionaries, she says, have joined 
efforts to create an orderly ana 
democratic government. 
has given up Croatia, Fiume and 
other districts because she recog- 
nized they belonged elsewhere. Per- 
fect order has prevailed in Hungary 
up to this time, but there is increas- 
ing danger from the troops return- 
ing from the battle front, 


Credited with being the originator 
of the Ford peace plan, Mme. 
Schwimmer also was reported to 
have caused most of the dissension 
in the party by her arbitrary meth- 
ods of directing affairs. Finally, 
when the dissension wase at its

heiznt, Mme. Schwimmer retired 
from the Ford permanent peace 
board at Stockholm. 

Mme. Schwimmer was said to have 
assurances of support from the Eu- 
ropean governments that promised 
success for the Ford expedition, but 
they never materialized. 

Previous to the Ford peace party, 
Mme. Schwimmer was the dominat- 
ing figure at a congress of women 
held at The Hague, but which was 
not attended by representatives from 
the allied countries in Europe. The 
congress under her leadership 
adopted'‘a resolution to send delega- 
tions to the belligerent states de- 
manding an immediate cessation of 
the war. Later she came to the 
United States and in speeches in 
different cities urged American dis- 
armament. 

After the failure of the Ford plan, 
Mme. Schwimmer returned to the 
United States, but went back to 
Europe in August, 1916. Since then 
she has resided mostly in Switzer- 
land, but her pacifist activities have 
been less pronounced than in the 
first two vears of the war. Mme. 
Schwimmer is president of the Hun- 
garian Woman Suffrage association.

The Ar- 
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Scientific Fire Making 
And Saving Coal 


BY MISS L. REYNOLDS 
(For The Constitu*?.s.n) 


Most coal consumers throw on 
the ash heap or into the garbage 
can about one-third of their sup- 
ply of coal. At $5.50 per ton that is 
about $1.80 thrown away weekly, 
semi-weekly monthly. 

Many will say, “I would not sift 
the ashes from a ton of coal for 
that amount,” but it is not such a 
big job as one might fear; if you 
will keep a piece of wire 
over a box or can and dump each 
pan or scuttle of ashes on 
netting, give it a shake or two, and 
the chore is done, except sometimes 
you will need to throw out 
clinkers. If you will pour 
cinders on the fire when it red, 
but needs replenishing, you will get 
full value out of your coal. 

When you think that for 
dollar you waste in coal or other- 
wise you go without a  dollar’s 
worth of something else maybe you 
will take this trouble. 

But wiser than sifting cinders is 
such proper care of the fire that 
no cinders are made; stirring and 
punching break up the coal and 
force the fragments through the 
grate bars; only the gentlest move- 
ment of the coals with the poker 
is needed to shake the ashes down. 
This week, noting results, I° find 
one scuttle of coal with a handful 
of chips and slivers from an old 
woodpile makes me a fire for eight 
hours—three hours in the morning 
and five in the evening. The grate |

of Lithuania 


The patriotic activities among Li- 
thuanian women in this country 
have attracted considerable atten- 
tion. During the Liberty Loan 
campaign just finished, the Lithua- 
nian women were among the most 
successful of all the foreign wom- 
en in selling bonds. In a single 
day, in Pittsburg, Pa., they disposed 
of $58,150 worth among their coun- 
trymen in that city. The enthusi- 
asm, which they have put into the 
work, a reflection of the intense 
interest which Lithuanian women 
across the have constantly 
shown in everything which concerns 
the welfare of their 

Women have played a notable part 
in the lLiuthanian re-awakening, 
which began in the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, after 
of foreign domination and subjec- 
tidn. From 1864 to 1904 the Lithua- 
nian was suppressed, schools 
were closed and even the Lithuanian 
language was prohibited in public 
gatherings. During these park years 
it was the Lithuanian women who 
secretly taught the younger genera- 
tion to read and write, thereby 
maintaining a 50 per cent standard 
literacy for Lithuania, while in 
rest of Russia it was less than 
per cent. The women also had 
hand in helping those persecuted 
by the Russian government for 
smuggling and distributing Lithua- 
nian books. In many cases, they 
prisoners who had escaped 
from Siberia.

San Francisco, November 26.—Ap- 


proximately 50¢;000 workers in the 


United States have taken action fa- 
voring a strike for Thomas J. 
Mooney, and thousands are expect- 
ed to follow, the International 
Workers’ 
handling the Mooney defense, an- 
nounced here today. 

The council was advised today 
that the Brotherhoods of Railway 
Trainmen and Locomotive Engi- 
neers are preparing for demonstra- 


tions in fourteen southern states to 
be directed from Atlanta, Ga. 

Mass meetings of workers on De- 
cember 5 to plan Mooney demon- 
strations are to be held in New 
York and Newark, N. J. it was an- 
nounced. 

The unions that have taken strike 
action to date are located in Seat- 
tle, Wash.; Atlanta, Ga.; Birming- 
ham, Ala.; New York, Brooklyn, 
Newark, Boston, Portland, Ore.; Ta- 
coma, Oakland, San Francisco and 
many other places. Seventeen thou- 
sand metal trades mechanics in the 
San Francisco bay region have 
taken a ballot favoring a strilie, 
it was said. Most of the unions 
favor December 9 as the date for 
the strike. 

Thomas J. Mooney, in his cell 
San Quentin prison, where he 
awaiting execution on December 13, 
said today that he favors the dem- 
onstrations being held in his behalf. 

“The bigger these demonstrations 
are the better I like them,” he said. 

Governor William D. Stephens an- 
nounced at Sacramento today that 
he will meet a committee of ten 
from the San Francisco labor coun- 
eil tomorrow for an informal dis- 
eussion of the case of Thomas J.

New York, November 26.—Disre- 
garding such widely divergent ele- 
ments as easier money and reports 
of additional withdrawals of war 
contracts, today’s market speedily 
recovered from its heavy opening, 
recording many material advances 
over the previous session’s general 
declines. 

Signs of an early relaxation of 
money were afforded by the further 
appearance of time funds from in- 
terior banks with offers of six and 
even seven months’ loans at 6 per 
cent.

Traders seemed to view the rail- 
road situation as precipitated by 
Secretary McAdoo’s coming retire- 
ment with less misgivings and con- 
fident accumulation of high-class 
transportation resulted at extreme 
advances ofl to 3 points. 

Shippings also scored material 
rallies. Mercantile Marine preferred 
advancing almost 5 points, despite 
announcement of another halt in the 
deal by order of Washington, allied 
shares gaining 2 to almost 3 points. 

Most of the steels and equipments 
registered substantial upward prog- 
ress with coppers, the latter issues 
ignoring rumors of further price 
cutting. Oils: pursued their usual 
independent course. which was main- 
iy higher, tobaccos were moderately 
active but firm. and fertilizers, utili- 
ties and sundry specialties closed at 
variable gains, though these were 
slightly reduced on realizing for 
profits.
